Under Title V of the InternatiOnal Claims Settlement Act of 1949 [78

Stato iii0 (1964) 22 UoSoCo .§§1643-1643k (1964), as amended~ 79 Stato 988

(1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over cl~ims of nationmls of

the United States against the Government of Cubmo. Section 503(m) of the Act

provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in sccordance with

applicable substantive law, including international law~ the amount and

validity of clmims by nationals of the United States mg~inst the Government

of Cuba arising since Jmnumry I, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, exproprimtion,
intervention or other tmking of, or special memsures
directed against~ property including sny rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by nmtionals of the United StmteSo

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property~ right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cubs or by enterprises which have been
n~ti0nslized, expropriated, intervened, or t~ken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which ~re a chmrge on¯¯prop-

erty which has been n~tionalize~ expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Governmer~
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
